London. Feb. 11. — The under secre- 
tary for the foreign office, 'l .d Cran- 
borne. replying in the house of com- 
mons to a question of Henry Norman 

(Liberal), who asUed whctlwr the 
government's attention had been call 
ed to the statement in the German 
press and alleged to hava received of 
ficlal conAraatloa from ttorlln to the 
effect that Great Britain, on Apill 14 
1898, through her ambassa lor at 
Washington. \*on\ Paunctfrt*'. iu()p(.- 
ed a fresh note In which the powers 
should declare that Bhtrope did not re* 
gard the armed inte!vcnti(>n of the 
United Slates in Cuba a.- jiisiiflable, 
and that in rfnisequence of Germany's 
refusal to accept this proposal the 
step was abandoned, said: *'Ko. sir. 
Her late majesty's government nnver 
proponed through her majesty s am- 
bassador or otnerwise any declara- 
tion adverse to tbe^ action of the Unit- 
ed States ia Cnba.' 6a the contrary, 
her late majesty's government de- 
clined to assent to any sut-h pixjposal. 

Ijord Cranborne's answer to Mr. 
Norman was received with rounds of 
applause. 

John Redmond, the lri>li l^aLs-. 
commented on Lord Cranborne s s ate 
ment as follows: "That the feeling 
which existed in America that England 
did so much for the United States at 
the time of the war is all humbug. To 
my personal knowb lU*' the majority 
of the members of th" house of com- 
mona were strongly anti-American in 
those days. 1 have no doubt Qermany 
has evidenoe to prove her assertions.'* 

To Prohibit Polygamy. 
Salt Lake. Feb. 11.— The minl»terial 
alUance of Salt Lake has unaataaously 
adopted the report of the committee 
of the organisation appointed to ia- 
ve.st gate and report on the allefed 
practice and teaching of polygamy by 
the Mormons at the present time. 
This report Is to be used s a petition 
for the psssa^e of a oonKitutional 
amendment prohibiting iK>lygamy and 
will be sent to the judiciary commit- 
tee of congress. The report sete forth 
that positive evlde«ioe can be produc- 
ed that polygamy is both practiced 
antJ taught by the Mormons at the 
present time In open defiance of the 
laws of the state.

Washinaton, Feh 11.— At 1 o'clock 
conaideration of the Philippine tariff 

bill was resumed In the senate. Mr. 
TellfM-. who hal th" flMoi wht n tiie 
senate adjourned Monday, continued 
his speech. He did not think the hold- 
ing of the Islands by this government 
ever would be profitable, ahd he could 
sf'c readily that It might prove dan 
gerous. It was contrary to our prin- 
ciples to hold any people in subjec- 
tion by force. Nobody, he saidi, W|a 
likely to queetlon the right of ttt^ 
United States to hold the T*hilippine 
archipelago; no naMun would raise 
such a question. That question altM 
be raised in the American congress, 
but nowhere else. He felt that a pro- 
found mis'.ikt' had been inad(» in our 
early treatment of the people of the 
Philippines, but the qaestion ha<l been 
passed and it was now pur duty to do 
what was right. Nobody l»elleved. he 
insisted, that the United Slat* n ( (Mild 
force upon the Filipinos our govern- 
ment and our civilization. Those pec^ 
pie were of a (iifferent race from the 
Anglo-Saxon and such a government 
as would b»' d' siijihle for Ameriians 
would not be debirable for the Fili- 
pinos. "In the whole history of the 
world," said be. "no nation haa ever 
elevated the people of any race or na- 
tion against the protest of the pt (t|)le 
whom it was attempted to elevate, if 
people ever are elevated they must ele- 
vate themselvea by their own efforts'* 

Referring to the assertion that the 
United States was a creature of dfs 
tiny in its eonne^-tion with the Philip- 
pine islands, and that this government 
was but carrying out the decrees of 
Providence among the people of the 
archipelago. Mr Teller declared that 
he should waut a plain t\.i(*t from the 
Almighty — an edict that be would 
know did not come from the evil one— 
before he would be willing to accept 
the supiMtsMi decree of destiny. 

"I (ould well imagine." said he, 
"that the methods we are pursuing 
might emanate from the evil one, but 
I cannot imagine that they should 
emanate from the great lovei* of the 
human race. 1 insist that in all this 
business. His voice has nt/t been heutd. 
If there is any reason why Americans 
should he in the' Philippine islands, it 
cannot be found la' the CMMDaad of 
the Almighty." 

Somt- evil influence, he said, domi- 
nated and controlled the exfcutive de- 
partmedt of ttM govertHheiit^ aad the 
president's voice was no longer ft^r 
peace, but for war. Had the adiuinis 
trat ion dcn larcd its pi esi-nt polli y 1 1 » 
ward the i'hilippines at the ouuet. the 
treaty with Spain would not have been 
ratified.

Mile Beach, tell graphic atorles of 

their long and unavailing struggle 
against the elements In their efforts 
to lend assistance to the crew of the 
burning ship. The night was about 
the coldeet of the winter and the dark- 
ness was almost Impenetrable. In a-V 
dltion there was wind enough to mak> 
the sea choppy and therefore danger- 
ous for small craft. 

For several days past great quanti- 
ties of ice has been floating out of Del- 
aware bay. and this is pa lwd alon;? 
the shore and extenJin^^ >e\f ia! mil- - 
out to sea. The burned schooner wa.^ 
first observed on fire at about 5 o'clock 
Monday afternoon. At that time sh-* 
appeared to be inibt iM' i in the di ii'- 
ing icp. The ihrcf- In', -living (icw 
from this vicinity were Joined by 
crews from two stations north of here 
an{l these men battbil frir hours in h 
fruitless endt^avor to penetrate th-* 
ice and g» t to tlte as.^iatance of the 
imperiled crew of the blazing ship. 

Their efforts were in vain, however, 
as they were unable to force ihe:; 
frail crafts through the packed ic 
About midnight the brave men gav - 
up their battle against the elements 
and returned to shore. Their sufferinir 
was intense. 

The tugs Sommers N. Smith an . 
Juno reporud that the vessel was a 
two- masted schooner. Both anchors 
were down and the schooner was a 
solid mass of flrf^ She was burned t" 
the water s edge and it was not possi- 
ble •{o learn her name. The two tug- 
cruised in the vicinity for two hour^ 
searching for the crew, who were be- 
lieved to be afloat in a small boat. 
Although they sent up 12 rockets thei:- 
search was not 8ucce^-^flll ami ihe\ i- 
turned here. The steam pilot boat 
Hila extended the hunt 'until daylighc. 
but saw DO sign of the missing crew.
